Dayan: Israel has kept

Dayan said Jerusalem was “living 
up to every word” of its promises to 
the U.S. on establishing settlementa 
in the territories.

Magistrate Joshua Gross, im- 
posing the fine, commented that the 
courts had a duty to contribute to the 
war on the "plague of wildcat 
building” which, he said, threatened 
to engulf the country. The particular 
offence had considerably enriched 


the offenders, and called for an ex- | 


emplary punishment, he said. 

He added that he was taking Into 
account the mitigating circumstance 
of the invalid licence that had been 
issued in the first place by the 
Ramat Gan local planning board. He 
had drawn attention on previous oc- 
casions to the distortions caused by 
the activities of some of its 
members, the magistrate said. 

The Bechors’ counsel asked that

Gaza. citrus growers reject.

GAZA. —- Local citrug growera have 


«rejected offers trom the Israel Citrus 


Marketing Board to help them out of 
the bad export seagon they are 
eurrently experiencing. 

Their problems stem from an Ira- 
ian decision to impose heavy 
customs duty on citrus imports this 
season. In the past about 80 per cent 
of Gaza citrus exports were trucked 
via Israel over the Jordan river 
either to Jordan itself or onward to 
Tran. 

The head of the Gaze Citrus 
Producers Union, Hashem Ata 
Shawa told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that Iran has placed a $6 


‘per 200-Kilo box tariff on the Gazan 


because of pressure ‘from 
local growers. 
The Israel Citrua Marketing Board 
agreed to biry Gazan oranges if they 
¢onformed.to European standards. 
However, many Gazan oranges ex- 
ported to Iran would never pass 
these standards. 

The Gazans turned down the offer 
because they claim the Israelis do 
not pay enough. Shawa said that 
Gazan oranges fetch about I.2,000 a

ton in Iran, while they only bring 
1L.700-IL800 per ton selling 

Israel..He claimed that the 
difference is made up by the 
marketing board's large overheads 
and the fact that Israeli farmers 
have lower costs because of 


160,000 tons of fruit over the Jordan, 
mostly Valencias. Gaza citrus 
dealers have been making efforts 
this season to sell to other markets. 
The local citrus board appealed to 
the Shah of Iran through his em- 
bassy in Beirut to lower the tariff 
and has also sent a telegram to Saudi 
Arabia requesting it to purchase 80,- 
000 tons of oranges. Shawa expects 
the Iranian tariff to be reduced on 
February 20, when the Iranian citrus 
season ends. 

The Gaza growers, according to 
military government economic of- 
ficials, are not keen to ship through 
Israel. They would prefer to export 
to Eastern or Arab states 
rather than Iran (even if they 
receive lower prices). Gaza oranges 
reach markets in Iran within five 
days of being sent by truck through 
Jordan and Iraq.

Zipori: Only Cabinet 
can decide on Shilo 


Jerusalem Post Kucaset Reporter 


Deputy Defence Minister 
Mordechai Zipori said in the Knesset 
yesterday that no settlement will be 
established at Shilo so long as the 
Cabinet has not yet decided. 

He was replying to motions for the 
agenda on “the Shilo settlement” 
presented by Imri Ron { ent- 
Mapam) and Shmuel Toledano 
(Democratic Movement for 


Change.) - 

Ziport said the ministry had ap- 
proved the establishment of a camp 
for an archeacological dig at Shilo at 
the request of veteran archaeologist 
Shmuel Yeivin, who is directing the 
dig. Yeivin decided to make use of 
the services of the Gush Emunim 
group thet wishes to settle at that 
site, Zipori said. 


He added that the ministry saw 
nothing wrong with this. At the same 
time, it had made it clear to all con- 
cerned that implementation of the 
dig was n0 substitute for a cabinet 
decision on the establishment of a 
settlement. 

The Deputy Minister declared 
that, “to this day, the government — 
or any previous Israel government 
either — had never diseuszed, and no 
minister had raised,. any proposal 
for concessions or for removing 
settlements from any area. On the 
contrary, the settlement authorities 
are engaged in intensive activities to 


bolster existing settlements and to 
establish new ones throughout the 
country.'” ‘ 

At the completion of his reply. 
Zipori first moved that both motions 
be rejected. This nent Amnon 
Rubinstein, the DMC’s new faction 
chairman, scurrying across the floor 
to Coalition chairman Haim Corfu — 
apparently to remind hir of a coali- 
on agreement to back the Toledano 
motion. 

Corfu than hurried over to Zipori, 
who again mounted the rostrum to 
correct himself. He now proposed 
that Ron’s motion be defeated and 
that Toledano’s go to the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee.

Knesset rejects motion on 
pupils’ letter to Begin.

The Knesset yesterday rejected a 
mation for the agenda by Yosef Sarid 
(Alignment) complaining about the 
way the authorities dealt with a 
Jetter sent by 80 1ith-grade pupils to 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin two 
weeks ago. 

In the letter the pupils, who are 
from the Tel Aviv area, told Begin 
that if he did not return ‘‘the 
territories’’ taken in the Six Day War 
and recognize the right of the 
Palestinians to self-determination, 
“our blood — the blood of the fallen 
— will be on your hands.” 

Three of Sarid’s Labour Party 
colleagues voted with the Coalition 
parties his motion, which 
was defeated by a vote of 52-22. The 
three were Shoshana Arbeli, Amos 


Hadar, and Eliezer Speiser. 
Sarid dissociated himself from 
“some of the ions"”” used in 


the letter; they were indefensible, he 
said. But they should not divert 
attention from the real issue, which 
was the pupils’ right to free speech, 
without being made the objects of a 


_‘witeb-hunt."* 


He charged that the signers had‘ 
unfairly been dubbed leftists, and 
that school principals had used their 
authority to get their pupils to sign 
petitions denouncing the 80. Neither 
the Prime Minister nor Education. 
Minister Zevulun. Hammer. bad, 
responded to the letter in a proper 
manner, Sarid said. 


Hammer said in his reply that he 
hed read that thousands of other 
high schoo] pupils had simply wished 
to go on record as differing with the 
80 signers. That was their right, he 
said. 

On the basis of their letter, 
Hammer said, he had had every 
reason to. dismiss the 80 as ‘'a 
negligible minority that questions 
our rightto Eretz Yisrael” and “that 
places no confidence in the 
government's peace efforts." 

The offensive tone of the letter 
could not be brushed aside as a 
marginal aspect, Hammer said. It 
was an integral part of the letter. 

As to Sarid's charge of 
“organized’’ counter-petitions, 
Hammer said that until proof of this 
waa submitted, he tended net to 
believe it. But such charges could 
not just be shot into the air. 

He invited any pupils who had 
been subjected to any form of 
pressure by school authorities to 
sign such a petition to get in touch 
with him, elther directly, or through 
Sarid or any other Knesset Member. 
He promised to investigate all such 
complaints, and not to reveal the 
pupil's ‘name, if this was requested. 

Hammer called on teachers to 
deepen the study of Israel's heritage. 
to bring home to their pi the 
identification withthe fate and 
destiny. of the Jewish-people, and to 
render, gignificant the unique Jewish 
values. 


Knesset committee

He called on both the Conference 
of the Presidents of Major Jewish 
Organizations and the Government 
of Israel to protest against the 
holding of the parade. 

With the consent of Minister 
without Portfolio Haim Landau, the 
motion was referred to the Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee. A, 
motion on the same subject by Meir 
Wilner (Democratic Front) was re- 
jected.

There’ll be mail in mail-boxes today

Mail, cable and telegram service 
ig expected to return to near-normal! 
teday with the end of the postal 
workers’ three-day warning strike. 

A one-day work stoppage planned 
for today by thousands of ad- 
ministrative employees at the Com- 
munications Ministry, scores of 
phone operators and Postal Bank 
workers has been cancelled. 
However, major trouble is brewing 
in another sector of the civil service 
— the 42,000 or so government 
employees formerly classified as 
“non-specific-increment” workers. 

The 5,500 postal employees were 
off their jobs Monday through 
yesterday in demand of a 40 per cent 
wage hike. Their leaders, claiming 
such an increment was due, retroac- 
tive to last August 1, cited a wage- 
parity provision in their contract 
assuring them any pay benefits 
granted to other, government 
employees subsequent to signing of 
their work agreement. In August, 
employees of the Civil Aviation 
Authority were granted such a wage 
increase. 

But Communications Minister 
Meir Amit rejected the postal 


leader of the 


workers" claim. The minister an- 
nounced yesterday that despite his 
refusal 10 negotiate with the strikers 
— because a new contract is to be 
discussed in a few weeks -- he 
welcomes mutually agreed arbitra- 
tion on their claim that their current 
work agreement has been violated. 

Meanwhile, in an interview with 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday, the 
“*non-apecific- 
increment" workers, Arnon Ronen, 
said they would stop work some time 
this month "‘to discuss wage 
matters." 

Prior to the government's adop- 
tion of the Barkai Commission 
Report more than a year ago, cer- 
tain public employees had received 
monthly pay bonuses labelled 
“specific increments" — payment 
purportedly for contributing specific 
profeasional expertise in the execu- 
tion of their duties. Claiming this 
was a subversion of the Civil Ser- 
vice’s own unified pay scale, the 
workers who did not enjoy such 
bonuses united and formed a ‘‘coor- 
dinating committee" to push for pay 
equalization. This was accomplished 
with adoption of the Barkai Commis- 
βίου recommendations. 

“Now they are trying to reinstate 


those discriminatory bonuses 
through the back door," Ronen com- 
Piained to The Post. He produced an 
arbitration brief prepared by the 
‘Treasury's Income Tax and Customs 
Departrient employees on the one 
hand, and the Civil Service Commis- 
sion on the other. 


Citing overwork due to a shortage 
of manpower, the employees are 
demanding job scale ratings similar 
to bank officials and workers, he 
said. 


“They want wages ranging 
between 109 and 300 per cent higher 
than the civil service pay scale.” 
Ronen charged. “Right now, even 
before the arbitration proceedings 
have begun, the Civil Service Com- 
missioner — who himself served on 
the Barkai Commission before his 
appcintment to this present post — 
has implied that he would go along 
with the idea of pay extras ranging 
trom 10 to 30 per cent for the tax and 
customs workers. 

"Anybody who thinks we are going 
to sit by quietly while the apecific in- 
crements are restored is mistaken. 
Not only shall we go out on strike, 
but we may even take bolder steps 
than that," Ronen declared.

Dr. Duvernay has proposed the es- 
tablishment of a “Christian Fund for 
Israel” which would develop even- 
tually into a United Christian 
Appeal, devoted entirely to national 
budgets for health, education and 
welfare. 

Members of the ICI met last week 
the Minister for Religious Affairs 
Aharon Abuhatzeira, who reassured 
them that the new ‘“‘anti-misaion 
law" (which forbids the offering of 
material goods to induce conver- 
sion) will not interfere with the full 
freedom of the Christian com-

Ten years for 
raping minor 


HAIFA tliims. — Noting that the 
courts have been instructed to deal 
severely with sex offenders, the 
District Court here yesterday handed 
down a 10-year sentence to an un- 
repentent rapist. 

Twenty-five year old Yehuda 
Peretz of Zur Shalom was found guil- 
ty of raping a 16-year-old gir] last 
June. 

Peretz met the gir] one evening 
and invited her and a boyfriend to 
come with him to nearby Acre. At the 
Argaman beach, the boyfriend Jeft 
and Peretz attacked the girl. He 
threatened to beat her and bury her 
in the sand if she did not iet him kiss 
her. She refused and tried ta flee. But 
he ran after her, grabbed her by her 
hair, and then raped her. 

Pointing out that only tough 
Sentences were likely to deter 
offenders such as this, the judges 
noted that although the accused was 
only 25, he had already chalked up a 
record of 34 previous convictions and 
innumerable police files. 

Among his convictions were inter- 
course with a minor girl and an inde- 
cent act ona young boy. for whichhe — 
had received suspended sentences. 

Peretz had never taken up the 
many chances afforded him to ἡ 
reform, the judges said. 


Gang rape reported during 
crisis centre’s first week

Friedman said the principal also 
reported the case to the police, but 
he thought that the centre, which 
opened on February 1 to serve the 
Greater Tel Aviv area, might offer 
more personalized help. 

She said one of the centre's 
volunteers, a psychologist, has con- 
tacted the proper agencies and will 
work with them on the case. Another 
volunteer will visit the girl's mother, 
who has been severely affected by 
the incident, she said. 

The WIZO women were told that 
volunteers are at the centre around- 
the-clock to answer telephone calls 
(03-220420). After a call is received, a 
volunteer immediately goes to 
where the rape victim is waiting and 
accompanies her to the police sta- 
-Hon, for medical examination, and 
then either home or to the centre. 

It was announced by Ruth 
Resnick, founder of an organization 
to fight violence against women in 
the Tel Aviv area, that a shelter for 
ill-treated women will soon open in 
Herzliya. (The organization is called 
“Lo,"’ meaning ‘‘no' and an 
acronym for fighting violence 
against women.) . 


The shelter will be patterned after 
the facility opened on November 1 in 
Haifa, sponsored by former Knesset 
member Marcia Friedman's 
“Women for Women" organization. 

The Haifa shelter now has about 25 
occupants, with Marcia Friedman 
claiming, ‘‘They have grown 
Stronger in the short time they've 
been with us because they see, by 
comparing notes, that this is not a 
personal problem. These women 
aren‘t beaten because there is 
something wrong with them. There. 
seems to be a group of men who- 
would beat whomever they 
married.” : μ

Peres: Why can’t Jews live in W. Bank? 


BONN (AP). — insisting that Middle 
Bast peace efforta remain "very 
much alive,’' opposition leader 
Shimon Peres said yesterday that he 
does not see how Israel can legally 
bar Jewish settlement in the West 
Bank. 

Reacting to U.S. President 
Carter's strong condemnation of the 
settlements, Peres told a news con- 
ference that he nevertheless believes 
“we must be very discriminating 
ourselves in selecting places and the 
timing for such settlements.”" 

The Labour Party chairman said 
the problem facing the Israel 
government over the Judea- 
Samaria settlements is ‘‘legal rather 
than political.” 

Peres said he fails to see now how 
Israe! can discriminate againat 
Jewish settlers “simply because 
they are Jewish," adding: 

‘Jewish people can settle in any 
place in Europe and the United 
States — why can't they settle ἐπ 


..the West Bank or other places?” 
Peres said that the difficulties fac- 
ing Israeli-Egyptian peace efforts 
are “not so much of a bilateral 
nature but really (connected) with 
the problems that each of us and the 
two of us are facing in the area." 
Speaking in Washington, 
meanwhile, MK Arye Bliav of the 
leftist Shelli Party supported the 
U.S. condemnation of the Jewish 
settlements, they are not real-

At least 30 persons have died in the 
second blizzard to lash the 
northeastern U.S. in a month.

Relevant Buber

MARTIN BUBER‘S social 
Phiosophy and its relevance today 
was the subject of a symposium at 
the Hebrew University of Jerusalem 
last week. 

This gathering of scholars opened 
“Buber Year" in Jerusalem, mark- 
ing the 100th birthday of the late 
German-Jewish philosopher and 
educator who was among those who 
conceived the {dea of the Hebrew 
University. Buber subsequently 
taught at the university for many 
7 all the apeake, 

le speakers at the um 
related Buber's Webcttbes to coal 
social and moral problems of today. 
Prof. Ernst Simon of the Hebrew 
University recalled that Buber had 
warned that in the clash between 
Arab and Jewish nationalism, the 
rise of Jewish nationalism would 
hasten the growth of Arab 
nationalism. For this reason Buber 
Pressed for a rapprochement with 
the Arabs from the earliest days of 
the Zionist movement, saying ‘we 
must turn them from enemies to 
friends through complete political 
equelity.” 

Buber was a committed Zionist 
from the age of 20 until his death at 
87, but 2 “Zionist in the Opposition." 
However, he identified with Herzl's 
Zionism on one main point: that the 
return of the Jewish people to its 
land, and to the family of nations, 
were interdependent.

STRIKES are very much in the news 
these days and if you, dear reader, 
are somewhat confused about the 
legalities and legalities of these ac- 
tons, you need not fee] ashamed: 
even the experts find it difficult to 
thread their way through the maze of 
laws which govern our labour 
relations. 

On the face of it, strikes (or lock- 
outs) should ordinarily be regarded 
as breaches of contract. But it has 
become a universally recognized 
principle —- at least In democratic 
countries — thet workers have an in- 
violable right to strike and that 
employers have an inviolable right 
to lock their workers out, if the cir- 
cumstances warrant suck action. In 
fact, to emphasize this general prin-

however, does not include services 
supplied by companies in which the 
government has ἃ part share only, 
such as, for example, the Zim Ship- 
ping Company. 
The consequence of the remova! of 
‘protection from money-{nspired 
strikes in public services ls, firstly. 
that the employer may apply to the 
labour courts for a bhack-to-work 
-order, Secondly, anyone who incites 
the workers to go on such ἃ strike 
may be sued under the Civil Wrongs 
Ordinance for unlawfully causing a 
breach of contract, and the workers 
themselves may be sued for breach 


of contract and required to pay their - 


employers and aggrieved third par- 
fee tion. Thirdly, whereas 
the Employment Service Law 
prohibits the dispatch of new 
‘worrkers to a place where & strike is 
in progress. ᾿ 
On the other hand, the law 
provides for sanctions against 
employers in public services who in- 
fringe any provisions of a collective 
agreement (which could, indirectly, 
lead to their employees' striking). In 
such circumstances the labour 
courts, in addition to any other relief 
which they are entitled to grant the 
μι ἀμὸν στ workers, me impose 
ive damages on em} ers 
Uneluding government Separt- 


ments, since the law applies 
equally to the State). 

Another consequence of the 
removal of the usual protection af- 
forded to strikes and lock-outs is that 
participants in an unprotected strike 
or lock-out may be brought to trial 
for the criminal offence of wilfully 
disobeying a law which concerns the 
public — as defined in section 142 of 
the Criminal Code. However, the 
Settlement of Labour Disputes Law 
expressly precludes the imposition 


‘of prison sentences for any con- 


traventions of this section. It also 
forbids the imposition of prison 
sentences for contempt of court or 
for defiance of any judgments, 
decisions, orders or statutory 
provisions relating to the participa- 


tion in a strike, confining the punish- ὦ 


ment in such cases to fines. 


Since the provisions of the law with | 


Tespect to unprotected strikes apply 
only to public services, what about 
the penalties, sanctions, and the 
legality, or otherwise, of strikes in 
the non-public sector 

In general terms, one might sey 
that there is no such thing as an un- 
lawful strike in the non-public sec- 
tor, as Jong as at least 15 days’ notice 
of the intention to strike has been 
given. However, the law does 
provide for alternatives to strike ac- 
tion. The Settlement of Labour 
Disputes Law affords an Ὁ] ity 
for parties to a labour dispute to 
make use of the offices of the Chief 
Labour Relations Officer, appointed 
by the Minister of Labour, to con- 
elliate between them. Alternatively, 
it provides for voluntary arbitration 
before a board appointed by the 
Chief Labour Relations Officer. 

Disputing parties are naturally en- 
couraged to avail themselves of 


‘these opportunities and, in fact, they 


do use the conciliation offices of the 
Chief Labour Officer on many an 
umpublicized occasion. Unfortunate- 
ly. however, he is not always 
successful in achieving an agree- 
ment — as witness the seamen's 
strike which is taking place despite 
all efforts to settle the dispute by 
negotiation. ᾿ 

None of these measures is com- 
pulsory, but that does not mean that 
workers may indulge in wild-cet 
strikes at will. For at least in theory 


the way is open to employers to app- * 


ly to re; labour courts to issue 
injunctions restraining their 
workers from striking during the ex- 
istence of a binding collective agree- 
ment. I say “in theory" because in 
actual fact there is not much an 
‘employer can do if the workers 
refuse to obey δ labour court injunc- 
σα. He can, of course, move the 
labour court to institute contempt of 
court proceedings; but in most cases 
by the time that stage has been 
reached the employer has 
capitulated to the pressure of the 
‘workers’ demands, is only too glad to 
get back to “normal working 
relations and has decided to drop the 
whole matter. 

The only other sanction the 
employer can apply is to withhold 


“payment of wages to his workers dur- 
ing a strike, but even this measure is . 


very often voluntarily forfeited by 
employers. 


kibbutznik who was Buber's student 
in Germany, said the philosopher's 
system of thought demanded réaliza- 
don on the individual, social and In- 
terpersonal levels. This turned the 
religious Buber into a soclaliat. 

Prof. Uriel Tal of Tel Aviv Univer- 
sity said Buber saw in Judaism a 
religion with ethnic roots. It exists 
through dialogue with the Almighty, 
and hés its source in the covenant 
between the people and their God. It 
is therefore a personal religion, un- 
Uke Christianity which is dependent 
on a conscious declaration of accep- 
tance by each Individual. Buber 
devoted much of his life to clarifying 
the difference between the twa 
religions, not to bridging it. 

Representing the Reform syn- 
agogue Emet Ve'Emuna in 
Jerusatem, Dr. Amir spoke of 
Buber's relation to the Synagogue. 
Although Buber did not accept for- 
malized, traditional religion, he was 
motivated by deep religious inspira- 
tion. He rejected religious law not 
because it was difficult to follow but 
because it was not sufficiently en- 
compassing. 

Buber’s philosophy also shaped his 
views on education. This process and 
Its ramifications were explored by 
Dr. Schremer, who noted that the 
concept of "dialogue" was the key to 
Buber’s educational outlook and 
made him not so much ar instructor 
as a guide. The idea of mutuality 
erases differences, such as that 
between teaching information and 
teaching values.

Poor Negev roads are accident factor

BEERSHEBA. — The inadequate 
roads of the Negev were a major fac- 
tor In the high number of treffic ac- 
cidents there last year, Nitzav Arye’ 
Ivtaan, commander of the Southern 
Police District, said last week. 

There were 1,419 road accidents in 
the Negev during 1977, as compared 
to 1,388 the year before. ΑΒ a result of 
these accidents 111 people lost their 
lives, compared with 103 in 1976. 

Ivtsan emphasized the tragic 
aspect of these deaths, because, he 
said, there was very little police 
could do about them. ‘“People tend to 


- drive with the attitude that: it won't 
happen to me. It turns out many 
times, that it does happen,” Ivtsan 
said. 

Last year, 2,884 speeding tickets 
were issued in the Negev, with police 
utilizing new detection devices to 
eatch violators. Out of these cases, 
293 drivers lost their Ncences for 
various periods. In addition, 1,141 
cars were taken off the road because 
of mechanical shortcomings. 

The Negev also saw a rise in the 
nuthber of stolen cars last year, 3,207 
compared with 2,424 in 1976, Most of 
theze cases involved youths, many of 
them from the Ashkelon area.

The isaue is not whether the author of that televised novella. 5. 
Yizhar, conveyed a truthful, let alone a harmful, picture of the 
conduct of some Israeli troops during the blcody battles of the 
War of Independence. The real issue is, who is to decide, and ac- 
cording to whose lights. 

As Mr. Shamir sees it, so long as there is oniy one television 
channel] in the country, he and his like-minded colleagues ‘‘have 
a right to demand that it carry the nation’s views as reflected in 
the majority of the Knesset.” 

This novel opinion was put forward at a meeting of the Knesset 
Likud faction on a possible revision of the Broadcasting Law, two 
days ago. A committee was formed, with Mr. Shamir included, to 
examine suitable amendments. 

Qne such amendment was introduced in the last Knesset, by 
ΜῈ Geula Cohen and MK Eliezer Shostak, now the Minister of 
Health. That one would in effect make sure that nothing offensive 
to the sensibilities of Mrs. Cohen and Mr. Shostak, nicknamed 
“the public,” should be put on the air. 

Now, with the country's political complexion having un- 
dergone some change of late, Mr. Shamir is prepared to take the 
next step. In line with the "new style’’ he predicted already last 
May, he would allow on the air only that which actively pleases 
Mr. Shamir, as representative of ‘‘the majority.'" Apparently 
feeling safe in this position, he would even grant the Alignment, 
retrospectively, the same right. 

Fortunately for Israel, its previous rulers never claimed any 
such prerogative — not even during the period when direct con- 
trol of broadcasting was in the hands of the prime minister's of- 
fice. While they did not uniformly practise the pluralism they 
preached, the leaders of Labour did not seek to deny opponents 
their share of air time. With all their recorded faults, they would 
check the political straightjacket before entering the realm of 
the spirit. 

One of the beneficiaries of this freedom of artistic expression 
was the noted writer, Moshe Shamir, both in his early extreme 
leftist phase and in his later extreme rightist period. 

Were the present Shamir prescription to be applied to broad- 
casting, it would inevitably result in state television becoming a 
dreary wilderness of platitudinous, nationalistic moralizing. 
This in turn would force the establishment of a second commer- 
cial channel, given to the kind of tawdry, imported fare that Mr. 
Shamir rightly deplores. 

The present system of public control over broadcasting does 
not lack for imperfections. It can be faulted for being untidy. 
even messy at times, and not quite free from politicking. But it 
has provided the media people vital protection from the direct 
pressures of party politics. 

If there is any threat of spiritual terrorism to the broadcasting 
system, it comes, to the best of our knowledge, not from within, 
but from without — from such pernicious concepts as those ad- 
vocated by Mr. Shamir. 

In justice to Likud parliamentarians, it should be made clear 
that most of them probably do not agree with Mr. Shamir on the 
subject of broadcasting any more than on the way to achieving 
peace. Yet it is often the passionate believer that pushes through 
measures treated with mere indifference by the true majority. 

The country’s new administration has proclaimed its intention 
to implement likeralism, western style, in Israel. Surely the 
meaning of liberalism is not exhausted with the sale of Bank 
Tefahot.
